Transiated rrom the German of Mr, Jagor, " Reises:

Mezen aus Hinteringicn "

I'ne work of Mr. Jagor, which comprehends
his observations In those digtant regions during
o residence of five years, belongs te that oliss
of writings that aré léss caleulated for the scion-
tific publie than for general readers, His device
w;—He who brings much, will have to give
something to everybody,” This promise he has
vompletely laldlled,

Mr. Jagor left Hamburg in June, 1857, and

Ships which
had come roand Cupe Horn or the Cape of Good
Hope, others which hail salled trom Europe (or
the eustern or western aliores of the Pagitic
Ocean, met here; with (avorable wind they
qt:.llckly pass each other, but in calm weather
there Is o large gathering of ships at such main
pointe,”

In tiinli'.:ipmﬂ. at the time of his arrival, there
Iay 146 ships al anchor, and the Kree Press gives
the lollowing stutewments concerning the number
of ships arrived from diiferent conntries;—*"0Of
merchantmen, those which sall under Germun
eolors (thirty-elght) are to the English ships as
one to two; and to those which sail under the

To the nesghborhood ol Mafacos shere in the
cettlement of & French missionary smong the
so-called wosdmon®—i, ¢, the pavives of the

The lntter are said to hive upon trees, snd to
Bave sonies like fish, Both thesw assertions are
to & certain oxtent true., The Jakoous still
hike to build their huls on trees, twenty to thirty
feet above the ground, and as to the seales, it s
6 fact that many of them are affected with
whthyosia, T ohserved this cutaneons disease in
peveral of the Jakoons, bat most of the latter,
and almoat all Mintras, were ag cleanly as the
Maluys, and more cleanly than most of the
Euoropeans,

The nationsl weapon of the Malays is the
blow-pipe, seven feet long and three-fourchs of
an ineh in diameter, out of which they shoot
poisoned arrows. ¢ aecuracy with which
they hit the alm Is really asionishing.

Accordiog to the opihion of the French Mis
siorary, Mr, Bory, the number of the natives on
the Peninsola amounts to 5000 or 10,000, among
whom there are at the utmost 2000 Miotras,
They are partisans of the theory ol Darwin; for
they maintain that they ure descended from
two white monkeys, of whose descendants those
who emlﬁrnu:d to the plains became men, while
those who did not leave the mountains fe-
mained monkeys,

What pepper, nutmegs, nnd gamboge are to
Singapore, such is the gutta percha or indin-
rubber to the inhapitanis of Mulacen. Our
traveller gives the following interesting account
of gutia percha:—**The first specimens of gutia

erchi were brogght in 1843 rom Singapore to
ondon, by Dr.d'Almeida; but the honor of
having lutroduced it in Europe i8 generally
attributed to Dr, Montgomery, who received a
premium for it, nlthooga his Importation took
place later. In an orvdinary temperature 1t is
soft and tough, like leather: while tu 6 tempe-
rature of 50 deg. B, 1t can eastly be kueaded,
and becomes insoluble La water, alcohol, acids,
alkalies, ete,; it therefore rapldly found o large
nud frequent employmeént in particular in tele.
graphy, as possessing, of ail known substances,
the greatest aptitude for insalation. Unfortu-
nately, when exposed 1o the wir, iV is trans-
formed into a very britlle mass, which becomes
Inll of tissures, admits the water, and loses its
power of insulating,
